NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi , the 1st August 1970 

THE MONOPOLIES AND RESTRICTIVE TRADE PRACTICE COMMISSION 
(CONDITIONS OF SERVICE OF CHAIRMAN AND MEMBERS) RULES, 1970. 

G.S.R. 1122,—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 27 of the Mono¬ 
polies and Kestiictive Trade Practices Act, 1969 (54 of 1960), the Central Gi v- 
eminent hereby makes the following rules, namely: — 

1 . Short-title.—These rules may be called the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade 
Practices Commission (Conditions of Service of Chairman and Members) Rules, 
1970* 

2- Definitions.—In these rules,— 

(a?) “Act’’ means the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1969 
(54 of 1969); 

(b) "Chairman 5 ' means the Chairman of the Commission; 

(c ) “Commission” means the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices 

Commission, established under section 5 of the Act; 

(d) "form” means a form specified in the Schedule to these rules; 

(c) “Judge” includes the Chief Justice, an acting Chief Justice, an Addi¬ 
tional Judge and an acting Judge;

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(f) ‘'member ' 1 means a member of the Commission. 

3 . Remuneration, allowances, etc. of Chairman.—( 1 ) A retired Judge of the 
Supreme Court or of a High Court appointed as Chairman or member shall be 
paid su^h salary which together with hig pension and pension equivalent of any 
other fqrm of retirement benefits shall not exceed the lust pay drawn by him before 
retirement, He shall be entitled to such allowances and other benefits as are 
admissible to a serving Judge of the Supreme Court or of a High Court, a s the 
case may be- 

( 2 ) Where the Chairman or member retires from service as a Judge of the 
Supreme Court or of a High Court during the term of office of such Chairman or 
member, he shall be paid for the period he serves as Chairman or member after 
retirement, such salary which, together with hig pension and pension equivalent 
of any other form of retirement benefits shall not exceed the last pay drawn by 
him before retirement, 

(3) A person, not being ai serving or a retired Judge of the Supreme Court 
or of a High Court appointed as Chairman shall be paid a salary of rupees three 
thousand five hundred per mensem and shall be entitled to draw such allowances 
as are admissible to a Government officer of the first grade. 

4. Remuneration, allowances of members. — A person, not being a serving or a 
retired Judge of the Supreme Court or of a High Court, appointed as a member 
shall be paid a salary of rupees three thousand per mensem and shall be entitled 
to draw such allowances as are admissible to a Government officer of the first 
grade- 

5 . Travelling and dally allowances. —( 1 ) If the Chairman or a member is a 
serving or a retired Judge of th e Supreme Court or of a High Court, he shall be 
entitled t 0 draw travelling allowance under the Supreme Court Judges (Travelling 
Allowance) Rules, 1959. or a s the case may be, the High Court Judges (Travelling 
Allowance) Rules, 1956, in respect of journeys performed by him in connection 
with the work of the Commission at the rotes as are admissible to a Judge of 
the Supreme Court, or the High Court. 

( 2 ) If the Chairman or any member is not a serving or a retired Judge of the 
Supreme Court or of a High Court, he shall be entitled to draw travelling allow¬ 
ance in respect of journeys performed by him in connection with the work of 
the Commission at the same rates as are admissible to a Government officer of 
the first grade. 

6 - Leave_A person, not being a serving Judge of the Supreme Court or of a 

High Court, appointed as Chairman or member, shall be eligible to such leave as 
is admissible to an officer of the Government under th e Revised Leave Rules, 1933; 

Provided that where a Government officer to whom the Revised Leave Rules, 
1933 are not applicable is appointed as a member, he shall b e eligible for the 
grant of leave under the rules applicable to him before such appointment. 

7 , Oaths of office and of secrecy,—(1) Every person appointed to be the 
Chairman shall, before entering upon his office, make and subscribe to an oath 
of office and of secrecy before the President of India, in Form I and Form II res¬ 
pectively. 

(2) Every person appointed to be a member shall, before entering upon his 
office, make and subscribe to an oath of office and of secrecy before the Chairman 
in Form I ana Form II respectively.

Form of ooth of secrecy for Chairman/member of the Monopolies and Res 
tnctive Trade Practices Commission: — 

“I, A* having been appointed as Chairman/member of the Monopolies and

not directly or indirectly communicate or reveal to any person or persons any 
matter which shall be brought under my consideration or shall become known 
to me as Chairman/member of the said Commission except as may be required 
for the due discharge of my duties as Chairman/member.’
